Should Christianity embrace or 
distance itself from other religions? 


ESPITE calls for his removal and planned 

boycotts, Dr Peter Carnley was inaugurated 

on Sunday as Primate of the Anglican 

Church of Australia. The controversial 
Carnley has been accused of heresy and of a failure to 
uphold the doctrine of the Anglican Church. Among 
other things, Carnley has suggested that salvation may 
come through sources apart from Jesus Christ. He 
suggests that God is the God not only of the Christian 
Church but also of other faiths. 

This has provoked outrage in certain sections of the 
Anglican Church. These people assert that reconciliation 
with God is to be found only through Christ. Such a God 
as restricted to the Christian Church seems to be a narrow 
God, a small God. This God is the property of Christians, 
a God who is almost certainly male, probably white, and 
unlikely to be happy among people of other religions. 

The tendency to domesticate the deity into some- 
thing inappropriately small is nothing new. It has 
always tempted humans and doubtless explains the 
importance of the second of the 10 commandments, 
forbidding the worship of graven images. Images were 
too readily dissociated from the god they represented 
and often became a means of capturing and limiting 
the god. In a sense the god came under human control, 
and religion was on the way to becoming magic. 

The dangers of trivialising the deity are highlighted 
in the Book of Isaiah, in which God warns the people 
not to underestimate their God, “for as the heavens are 
higher than the earth, so are my ways higher than your 
ways and my thoughts than your thoughts”. These 
words from chapter 55 were written some time after the 
traumatic experience of the Jews in Babylon after the 
ουκ destruction of Jerusalem. in, 587-586 BC. This was a 
period of great distress, but it was also a time when 
Jewish theological concepts developed considerably: It 


was a time when the Jewish people reassessed their ` 
earlier views that their God was simply a tribal god 


limited to a specific territory and embraced the notion 
_ that God was the God of all the earth. 
_ In the European Middle Ages a significant number 
-= of theologians sought to counter any tendency to 
restrict God. They developed “negative theology” 
which describes God by stating what God is not, rather 
than by seeking to define and hence limit the 
undefinable. Negative theology stressed God’s absence 
of limitations. This is probably also why in the Old 
Testament God is given the name Yahweh, meaning 
simply “I am”. That God is all empowering and is 
working among all people is further discussed in the 
Book of Acts, in which Peter states that “God shows no 
partiality, but in every nation anyone who fears him 
and does what is right is acceptable to him”. 
Through his recent comments Carnley has focused 
attention on the restrictions that some Christians seek to 
place on God’s capacity to work in religions other than 
Christianity. How should Christians perceive God as 
relating to other religions? Does God work through 


Judaism, Islam, Hinduism and Buddhism? Or are we | 


content, as people used to be, to consign them to the devil? 
There is some urgency for Christians to consider these 
issues, given the changes that have occurred in our 
religious environment over the past few decades. Buddhist 
and Hindu temples, mosques and other places of worship 
are becoming commonplace in our cities. The future of 
multiculturalism in Australia may well depend, in part, on 
our ability to respond creatively to this situation. 

Certainly, the controversy surrounding Carnley 
reminds Christians that they must be careful not to 
underestimate the working of their God in a multicultural 
and multi-religious world. Indeed, a Christian may 
perhaps see the working of the Holy Spirit in the very 
coming together of the world’s religions in modern times. 
In any case, in the new century Christians along with 
others are being obliged to face the considerable challenge 
of forming new, closer relationships with neighbours of 
other faiths. 

In Australia we have slowly become conscious of the 
mutual enrichment that can flow from a sensitive meeting 
of Western Christianity and traditional Aboriginal spirit- 
uality. There have been interesting attempts to develop an 
Australian Aboriginal theology through the interaction of 
Western Christian theologians and a number of Aborig- 
inal elders. One wonders whether the same benefit might 
not accrue from inter-faith dialogue on a wider scale. 

Professor Barry Leal recently qualified as a master of 

theology at the Sydney College of Divinity. τ
